On Strike 


In 1929, when workers were being thrown 
out of the factories, news of the firings rarely 
leaked out through the press. Employers 
loudly insisted they were keeping up payrolls 
while secretly they were laying off tens of 
. thousands. 

4 Today it is different. President Knud- 
hes sen of General Motors issues a public state- 
ment that 30,000 workers (making a total 
of 60,000 at GM in the past few months) 
are being fired. Then Mr. Knudsen holds a 
press conference so that he can say it all 
over again. He wants everybody to know 
a about it. 

For these lay-offs are part of what As- 
sistant Attorney-General Jackson yesterday 
called the “general strike” of big business. 
True, there is a business decline. But Gen- 
eral Motors, along with the rest of big busi- 
ness, is trying to aggravate the situation in

And yesterday Vice-President Franken- 
steen of the Auto Workers Union declared 
that in spite of the layoffs, General Motors 
would not be allowed to cut wages. 

That’s the kind of talk the workers want 
to hear. For this “general strike” of big 
capital is one strike that should be smashed. 


4 Enemies of Labor Unity 
Come Out Into the Open 


© The right wing Socialist leaders have at 
last come out into the open on the issue of 
unity in the labor movement 

From the very moment of the formation 

of the CIO, these gentlemen, while offering 
lip-service to the idea of industrial union- 
ism and mouthing pious unity phrases, have 
done everything they could to aid the split- 
ting policies of the reactionary craft union 
clique in contro] of the A. F. of L. Executive 
Council. 

Now the Jewish Daily Forward, Old 
Guard Socialist organ, has dropped the hypo- 
a critical “neutrality” pose. In an article in 
* yesterday’s issue, Louis Hendin, the For- 
a ward’s labor editor, attacks the CIO and 
brazenly places the blame for the collapse of 
the unity negotiations on John L. Lewis. 

Hendin’s article is nothing but the most 
obsequious parroting of William Green and 
Matthew Woll—in the name of “unity,” * 

a He repeats Greh’s and Woll's charges of 
dual unionism” against the CIO, completely 
5 hiding the fact that it was the Tory Exec- 
utive Council which, in violation of the A. F. 
a 7 L. constitution, threw the ten original 
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CIO unions out of the Federation and de- 
prived them of their rights. 

And he shamelessly echoes the charges 
of “dictatorship” flung at Lewis by the 
Green-Woll-Frey crowd and the most reac- 
tionary Big, Business interests. (These 
charges, incidentally, come from labor lead- 
ers who have devoted a lifetime to gagging 
the rank and file and who flew in the face of 
the most elementary trade union democracy 
in their war on the CIO.) 


Writes Hendin: 

“The trouble is that the C. I. O. does not function 
like a democratic organization, That is why when 
one says C. I. 0.“ it should be made clear that this 
means John Lewis. And in informed labor circles 
it is said that the thing at issue is the desire of 
John L. Lewis to dominate the entire labor move- 
ment.” 

These vicious libels on the movement 
which has organized millions of workers in 
the basic industries and enabled American 
labor to make the greatest advances in its 
history would perhaps not be worthy of seri- 
ous consideration were it not for the fact 
that unfortunately the Jewish Daily For- 
ward has far too great influence among cer- 
tain of the leaders of one CIO union, the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Workers Union. 

The Hendin article was, in fact, written 
in approbation of an editorial in the current 
issue of Justice, organ of the I.L.G.W.U. The 
Justice editorial, discussing the recent unity 
negotiations, also refrains from placing the 
blame for the breakdown where it belongs— 
on the A. F. of L. Executive Council. It 
seeks, moreover, to give the impression that 
the A. F. of L. had accepted the major CIO 
proposals and that only technical questions 
stood in the way of complete unity. 

This is a distortion of the facts. The 
real issue was whether the A. F. of L. 
would admit all of the nearly four million 
members of the EIO, or whether they 
would take back only certain unions, leav- 
ing the rest out in the cold—which would 


mean unorganizing large numbers of those 
organized by the C. I. O. 

Matthew Woll gave the game away when 
in an interview Sunday he admitted that 
even the Steel Workers Organizing Commit- 
tee, with its half million members, was not 
included among those which the A. F. of 
L. committee agreed to take back. He showed 
who was really responsible for breaking off 
the unity negotiations when he character- 
ized the new CIO unions, with their more 
than two million members, as made up 
mainly of disgruntled and dissatisfied 
elements previously in the A. F. of L.“! 

Those I. L. G. W. U. officials responsible 
for the Justice editorial are hardly help- 
ing the cause of unity by publishing such 
misleading statements. They will do bet- 
ter to listen more to their own rank and 
file rather than to Bill Green’s stooges on 
the Jewish Daily Forward.

Jersey Justice 
Hitler Style 


It is not only Jersey City that has to be 
brought back into the United States, but ap- 
parently the entire state of New Jersey. 


The latest assault on democracy emanat- 
ing from that State is the ruling of Vice 
Chancellor Maja Leon Berry outlawing all 
picketing at the plant of the Mode Novelty 
Co., Newark, on the ground that “a strike 
is ended when the places of the strikers have 
been filled and the employer’s business is 
operating in a normal manner and to a nor- 
mal extent.” 


This is one of the moat sweeping decisions 
restricting the right to strike and picket is- 
sued in many years. It is not made any bet- 
ter by the fact that the Vice-Chancellor cites 
similar rulings by other courts. 


Berry’s decision places a premium on 
strikebreaking and scabbery. All that an 
employer whose workers go out on strike 
needs to do is to fill his plant with scabs and 
the strike is automatically outlawed. That 
Berry justifies this ruling by the most tor- 
tured kind of construction of the law is only 
one more proof that the judiciary is packed 
with Big Business stooges who are using the 
courts to undermine democracy and deprive 
the common people of their rights. 

The people of New Jersey cannot afford 
to take this decision lying down. This is 
not merely a labor issue.

And to give the new Fas- 
cist cabinet some décoration of a coalition color, three 
betrayers of the National Peasants’ Party were bribed 
to enter the cabinet. None of them is a leader of the 
democratic peasants’ organization. They have been re- 
pudiated and expelled by the party. The National 
Peasants’ Party has dubbed them as Fascist agents 
and is vigorously cpposing the cabinet. 

Obviously the Goga-Cuza cabinet with only 10 per 
cent of the parliamentary representation backing it 
must either rely on a dictatorship, with King Carol as 
the “fuehrer,” or get the support of the Iron Guard 
(or All-For-Country) Nazi inspired and led Rumanian 
Fascist storm troopers. 

In any event, ft will be a minority government rely- 
ing on direct Fascist decrees and terror. 

From its finagcial sources, the Wall Street Journal 
cable reports led it to evaluate the new Rumanian 
cabinet as follows: 

(1) A power friendly to Rome and Berlin. Ru- 
mania, with its frontiers on both the Black Sea and 
the Soviet Union, as a member of the Pascist triple 
alliance becomes a new spark for war. 

(2) A pro®Nazi set-up which will do everything to 
slash all ties with the democratic countries, particularly 
Prance. 

(3) It will thus place a great strain on Ozecho- 
slovakia, disrupting the Little Entente (Rumania, 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia), pressure now being 
applied at both ends of the elongated Czech territory. 
Hitler's frontal attacks on Czech democracy will now 
be supplemented by rear maneuvers from the pro-Nazi ®
